Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1953c 

. The  health  of  the  district  population  in  so  far 
as  it  is  reflected  in  the  vital  statistics  would  appear 
b°^llSveJ_been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  The  birth 
and  dea^H  ra^es  compare  favourably  with  the  rates  for  Anglesey 
and  England  & Wales;  there  was  no  maternal  mortality,  and  only 
one  death  occurred  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

From  the  table  of  notified  infectious  diseases 
you  will  ncte  that  there  was  complete  freedom  from  Dysentery 
and  other  like  alimentary  infectious,  but  the  incidence  of 
measles  was  unusually  high,  the  majority  of  cases  having  occurred 
iS-h°01  Ghlldren*  However,  as  far  as  is  kSown'  no 
s^nouo  compile  a cions  occurred  as  a result  of  this  disease.
